LOS ANGELES—The Air Force 
has been authorized to launch two 
“space probes” in addition to the 
three lunar shots originally as- 
signed it last spring, informed 
sources revealed Monday. 


One is likely to be an attempt 
to gather scientific data in the 
vicinity of the planet Venus. 


It was revealed also that the 
Air Force has tentatively sched- 
uled Nov. 7 as the date for its 
next attempt to send a rocket 
around the moon. 


ULTIMATE GOAL 


It was hoped that the interven- 
ing time would be sufficient to 
remedy whatever deficiencies 
kept the Pioneer fired Saturday 
from reaching its ultimate goal. 


The 82.7-pound “space probe” 
disintegrated about 11 p.m. Sun- 
day, Eastern Standard Time, 
plunging into a furnace of atmos- 
pheric friction over the Pacific 
ocean south of Hawaii. 


In its awesome 43-hour journey 
into space, it had reached a rec- 
ord altitude officially placed at

Decent citizens will feel better know- 
ing the Federal Bureau of Investigation is 
at work in thé inVéstigation of the dyna- 
mitirig 6f the Atlanta Temple early Sun- 
day. They are grateful to President Eisen- 
hower for ordering the FBI on the job. 

Clues are few. The depraved, callous 
men who placed the heavy load of ex- 
plosives at the back of the Temple were 
without question experts in dynamitirg. 
For them it was a simple job. In their 
hands the work of destruction could be 
done without much likelihood of leaving 
clues. 

But itis safe to say the investigation 
will be relentless and thorough. We some- 
how believe that the luck of these evil 
persons in escaping will run out. There 
is no doubt but that the bombing of 
schools and churches is being directed by 
one group. They have committed these 
acts of violence in Tennessee, in North 
Carolina, Florida and Alabama. The 
search will go on. One day it will end 
with the arrest of the guilty. 

The community is ashamed. It is dis- 
tressed and shocked by the dynamiting 
of the Temple. It is distressed because 
the state’s political leadership has been 
of the sort which has created a climate of 
incitement to fanatics and extremist per- 
sons, many of whom are neurotic to the 
point of mental instability, The record 
on that is clear. . 

Meanwhile, those who feel impelled 
to make some tangible expression of their 
feelings might well do so by sending a 
contribution to the Temple. 

There is a simple, yet touchingly 
symbolic story about the dynamiting. The 
inner light, which burns always with the 
symbol of eternity, was not blasted out by 
the tremendous explosion which broke a 
glass window in a neighboring house. 

Whether one calls it an accident or a 
meaningful thing, it is a symbolic fact. 
The light of truth continues. to burn. Pub- 
lic officials may encoutage the. mob and 
cause dynamiters to dare to went their 
brutal attitude toward religion and edu- 
cation. But the eternal verities remain. 

The mob, which is hate, always strikes 
at the church and at the school. 

This they now have done here. They 
likely will strike again. Murder and de- 
struction are in their hearts. But for them 
and the leadership which has encouraged 
the golden calf of lawlessness, the hand- 
writing is on the walls: 

“Mene, mene, _ tekel, 
Dan. 5:25. 

Baltshazar didn’t live out the night. 

It is night now, in Atlanta, and it 
may be a long one. 

But the dynamiters will not live it out.

W eekend Traffic Toll 
Is Senseless Slaughter 


Georgia has witnessed another tragic 
weekend on its highways and city streets, 
with at least 13 killed and many others 
iujured. 

If that many persons had met violent 
death under any other circumstances 
there would be a tremendous clamor from 
the public.. Citizens would rise up in 
righteous indignation and demand vigor- 
ous action to avoid such needless loss of 
lives in the future. 

But death on the highway on a beau- 
tiful Weekend apparently has become too 
commonplace to create much of a stir.

Haggling Over Formosa 
To Be Lengthy Ordeal 


The Chinese Reds have extended their 
cease-fire order on the offshore islands 
for two more weeks. This is a hopeful 
omen that eventual settlement of the tense 
situation in Formosa Strait is possible 
and probable without a major war. 
Not that a settlement is in sight—far 
from it. But Peiping for the time being 
has retreated from a rigid position which 
they must have known would lead to war. 
buildup of United States and Na- 
Chine military power made a 
the offshore islands and possibly 
itself quite a difficult job.

Meanwhile, the aggressive aims of the 
Chinese Commufiists again have alerted 
free Asian nations to their danger and are 
bringing about renewed anti-Communist 
moves on the part of many of them.

Full Sales Tax Audit 
Is Certainly in Order 


Fulton Sol. Gen. Paul Webb’s state- 
ment that “if the entire file of the sales 
tax unit could be thoroughly audited, it 
might disclose a shortage of over a mil- 
lion dollars” certainly indicates that such 
an audit should be made, 

Evidence of shortages in regional of- 
fices in five major cities and in Atlanta 
calls for minute examination of all sales 
tax records. 

While the Fulton jury and the special 
investigation by Paul Cadenhead has un- 
covered enough facts to lead to several 
indictments and alleged shortages run- 
ning into the thousands of dollars, ob- 
viously they do not have time, funds and 
facilities to do the. whole job...But the 
great public service they have rendered 
in showing the extent of alleged irregu- 
larities opens the way for a thorough 
study. 

Apparently only the Genéral Assem- 
bly can set up machinery and provide the 
funds for such an investigation. Auditor 
Thrasher makes such a_e suggestion. 
Atty. Gen. Cook, who does have authority 
in such matters, continues to show @ re- 
markable apathy.

New Plan Is Tailored 


For Georgia Farmers 


Georgia farmers, having lost millions 
of dollars over a period of time because 
there was little of no advance planning 
on an individual basis, can now avail 
themselves of a practical blueprint. 

A newly prepared State Extension 
Service program, containing specific 
goals set for accomplishment by 1965, is 
designed as a guide to county commit- 
tees in the development of specific farm 
projects to meet local needs. 

It is the Extension Service phase of 
a total plan recently outlined by Dr. C. C. 
Murray, dean and coordinator of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia’s College of Agricul- 
ture, aimed at achieving an.increase of 
four hundred million dollars in Georgia 
farm income by 1965. 

The undertaking, by stressing wide- 
spread use of scientific practices to ob- 
tain the best possible benefits from each 
farm, should provide a tremendous im- 
petus to Georgia agriculture.

rather than a lack of foresight. 
This matter is of great concern 
to the entire community. In a 
breakdown of law and order, no 
group, be it minority or majority, 
is safe.” 

Kohler said he did not fear a 
southwide campaign of terror, 
“because citizens have given a 
clear indication of where they 
stand on violence, intimidation 
and desecration. 


“These fanatics will hurt their 
own cause no matter how ne- 
farious,"’ he continued, “because 
they will incur the wrath and in- 
dignation of decent people all over 
the country.” 

Kohler said the antisemitism 
was certainly not limited to the 
South and that there have been 
acts of violence and desecration 
in other sections of the country. 


“This bombing could not have 


been more effective for Commun.- | 


ist propaganda if it had been con- 
ceived in a Communist cell,”’ Koh- 
ler said. “It’s bad enough when 
the Communists invent incidents, 
but it is more effective for them 
when something like this really 
happens.” 

Abe Goldstein. chairman of the 
Southeastern Regional Board of 
the ADL, issued a statement Mon- 
day concerning the bombing. It 
said in part: 

“After the initial shock and out- 


rage over the vicious and wanton 
bombing of tie Temple in Atlanta, 
we are beginning to feel a sense 
of deep gratification for the many 
expressions of sympathy, aid and 
indignation on the part of all seg- 
ments of the Atlanta and other 
Southern communities. It is again 
apparént that Southerners repu- 
diate this vicious anti-Semitism in 
the strongest possible terms.”’ 


Goldstein commended President 
Eisenhower, Mayor Hartsfield, the 
FBI and local law enforcement of- 
ficers for their efforts in solving 
the bombing. 


Dr. Lewis Webster Jones, presi- 
dent of the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews, Inc., is- 
sued a statement in which he 
called the bombing an “‘ugly and 
immoral act, as much an affront 
to Protestants and Catholics as to 
Jews. It i8 a direct attack upon 


men of good will 


for bigotry in our democracy.” 


Miss Marjorie McLachian, 
Georgia director, of the National 
Conference of Christians and 
Jews, said that the Atlanta con- 
ference is laying plans to intensi- 
fy its educational efforts to show 
that only a “minute part” of the 
citizenry is the kind who would 
take part in bombing a place of 
worship. 


A special meeting of the confer- 


ence’s executive committee has 
been set for Thursday at 4 p.m.

These giant molecules adhere 
to the walls of the blood vessels 
and initiate the hardening proc- 
ess, 


The person with an excessive 
amount of cholesterol in the blood 
is likely to suffer most. As a 
result, many authorities believe 
the prevention of arteriosclerosis 
depends upon how well we can 
control blood cholesterol. 


We know that the body manu- 
factures some cholesterol; the 
rest comes from fats in the diet. 
Studies have shown that meals 
low in animal fat help reduce 
the level, more so when vege- 
table oils are added as supple- 
ments, 


But there is more to the prob- 
lem than food. Tension and anx- 
iety raise the cholesterol level 
of the blood, whereas exercise 
has the opposite effect. The obese 
also have higher reading than the 
slender, and losing weight lessens 
the cholesterol level. Thyroid ex- 
tract, female sex hormones, and 
certain steroids such as sitosterol 
have a lowering effect. 


We may know how to decrease 
the blood cholesterol level but we 
do not know whether it does any 
good. Hardening of the coronary 
arteries is the most common cause 
of heart attacks due to coronary 
thrombosis. 


Because most victims of this 
disease have an elevated blood 
cholesterol, we have assumed 
that a second or third attack 
could be warded off by reduc- 
ing the level.

West naturally continued 
with a third round of the suit, 
and declarer, convinced that East 
had started with only two spades, 
ruffed with the king in dummy 
to prevent an overruff. 

If the trumps were 3-2, the con- 
tract would still be fulfilled. When 
trumps failed to break, East’s 
holding was good for a trick and 
the contract was defeated. 

East had nothing to lose by his 
false card and everything to gain. 
My sympathies go out to the un- 
fortunate Mr. South. Who can 
blame him?

interested in forming investment companies 


under the Small Business Act of 1958 were advised 
here Monday not to apply for a state charter or other- 
wise finalize their plans until after publication of the 


proposed governing regulations. 


“Various groups, in a mistaken 
idea to get a headstart in forming 
and investment company, have 
already moved to incorporate 
themselves,” said’ SBA regional 
administrator James F. Hollings- 
worth. “This has happened in at 
least four instances in the South- 
east region.” 


According to a timetable esti- 
mated by Hollingsworth, it will be 
the latter part of November be- 
fore ground rules and regulations 
are decided upon and given a first 
printing in the Federal Register. 
The public will then have 30 days 
to suggest changes, which will be 
followed by second “‘all-clear” 
publication in the register.

This would make it at least early 
next year before SBA can actually 
begin issuing licenses. 


Hollingsworth emphasized that 
applications for licenses must be 
made on specially prepared SBA 
forms which “will not be avail- 
able until well into November.”’ 
He added, however, that SBA “will 
be prepared to give a tentative 
opinion’ on an application before 
the organizers go to the trouble 
of seeking a state charter. 


Letters do not constitute appli- 
cations for licenses, Hollingsworth 
said. He noted that although up to 
5,000 groups and individuals have 
contacted SBA about the new act, 
‘“‘we have no applications whatso- 
ever, because SBA does not recog- 
nize letters as applications.”
